iiTvers  attention  was  drawn  to  ei^t  objects  ty  & sound  like 
I whCr  of  duck  wings.  The  ei^t  objects  appeared  to  be  roui 
about  20  ft  in  diameter.  They  were  not  in  a formation, 
rendnded  the  observe:  of  bleckbirds  in  a broup.  There  was 
imoke  or  exhaust.  Estimated  altitude  w«ia  800  to  IlOO  ft. 


Reflection  of  the  sun's  li^t  off  the  wet  bodies  of  birds  oft^ 
gives  the  appearance  of  a eery  Jarge  object  at  a much  greater 
distance  from  the  observer  than  they  actually  are,  especially 
Iduting  the  periods  of  dusk  and  dawn. 
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On  Jnl/  Bf  1949  between  the  hour  of  6:30  end  7:00  A.  IC» 
mj  wife  end  I were  fishing  froa  e rubber  boat  on  the  north  end  of 
Shoshone  Lake  in  Yellowstone  Park,  when  X heard  what  sounded  like 
the  whir  of  ducks  wings.  I said  to  my  wife  listen,  what  is  that  sound, 
on  looking  straight  up  over  our  heads,  I should  say  800  to  1000  feet, 
there  were  eight  ob.lects  appearing  to  be  round  and  I would  say  about  20 
feet  in  d5.anetor,  a^  very  bright  netal  like  bright  aluninun,  sailing 
as  I have  sailed  a lid  from  a can  many  tines.  They  were  not  in  forir-ation 
but  reminded  ne  of  a flock  of  blackbirds  in  a group  some  above  and  some 
below  each  other. 

There  wao  no  anoke  or  exhaust  of  any  I'JLnd,  it  was  a beautiful 
clear  morning  and  the  sun  was  shining  bright.  If  there  had  been  any 
exhaust  we  would  surely  have  seen  it.  They  did  not  sail  on  a level 
course  but  seemed  to  go  up  and  down  juat  like  some  of  the  smaller 
birds  fly  when  in  a group.  Thty  were  going  very  fast  and  if  they  had 
not  be^i  directly  over  our  heads  we  would  never  have  heard  or  soon 
them  because  we  were  watching  tita  water.  There  was  no  sound  of  a motor. 

M'hen  the  disc  shape  objects  were  about  over  the  center  of  tVe  lake 
one  of  them  turned  completely  over  sailing  in  amoung  the  rest  of  them 
without  coming  in  contact  with  the  other  objects. 

Ths^looked  the  same  on  both  sides  but  I could  not  tell  how  Uiick 
they  were,  but  judging  from  the  diameter  they  are  large  enough  to  have 
one  or  more  men  aboard. 

Many  times  when  X was  younger  I have  taken  a flat  round  lid  or 
heavy  cardboard  and  threw  it  to  see  what  turns  it  would  make.  This 
disc  object  turned  completely  over  and  sailed  throi^^  the  air  ns  if 
the  air  current  had  changed  ita  course.  Just  before  the  disca3ient 
out  of  si^t  the  one  on  our  right  turned  on  its  edge  and  sailed 
down  and  away  from  the  rest. 

I have  seen  jet  planes  and  know  about  there  speed  but  these  objects 
were  Juet  as  fast  if  not  faster. 

I have  bean  kidded  about  seeing  things  and  having  to  much  to  drink. 
But  the  sky  was  clear  nnd  the  sun  shone  bright.  V/e  had  had  a good  nights 
rest  and  nothing  but  good  clear  water  to  drink* 

Uy  wife  and  I saw  these  eight  metal  objects  If  we  ever  saw  anything 
in  our  lives.  Vy  opinion  is  that  they  are  controled  by  some  device 
some  where  out  side  of  the  disc  its  self  and  there  Is  no  man  aboard, 
even  though  they  are  Large  enough  to  carry  a man.  I think  there  is 
some  device  that  keeps  them  from  eoliding  with  each  other,  and  ay 
opinion  la  that  they  belong  to  the  United  States  Government,  because 
If  they  did  not,  the  U.  S.  Government  would  soon  find  out  whore  they

' pearing  in  the  current  edition 
of  the  magazine  “True.'*  The 
magazine  said  it  had  learned 
that  “a  rocket  authority  sta- 
tioned at  Wright  Field  has  told 
‘Project  Saucer'  personnel  flat- 
ly that  the  saucers  are  Inter* 
planetary  and  that  no  other

The  Air  Force  last  spring 
sought  to  shoot  down  the  fly- 
ing discs  rumori  with  a long, 
detailed  discussion  of  the  whole 
history  of  the  rumors.  It  devot- 
ed a portion  of  that  report  to 
explaining  why  visitors  weren't 
likely  to  arrive  from  other 
planets  on  space  ships. 

Among  other  things,  the  re- 
port questioned  the  possibility 
of  the  existence  of  men  even  on 
'the  relatively  near  planet  of 
Mars.  Even  If  men  were  there, 
the  USAF  doubted  that  they 
vere  a “technically  established 
race,”  able  to  build  space  ships.
